imprayed upon the chain of events 
that enabled Montreal Canadiens to 
gain complete and satisfying tre- 
yenge on the Toronto Maple Leafs 
this season, Even with his great 
teams of the previous two wartime 
semesters, Irvin found it impossible 
to chase the Toronto jinx.

You will recall that last spring— 
equipped with only a dozen sound 
men—the Leafs eliminated the 
powerful Habitants in the Stanley 
Cup semi-finals and went on from 
there to win the world champion- 
ship from Detroit. Stories out of 
Montreal after the defeuts of Can- 
adiens were that Irvin was sO agi- 
tated over losing to the Leafs that 
he left town without saying good- 
bye to his friends, It seemed that 
he was destined to be completely 
buffaloed by the team he coached 
for 10 years, no matter how suc- 
cessful he proyed against all other 


opponents,

But this year, slowly but de- 
yastatingly, Silver-haired Richard 
achieved a full measure of revenge 
hat was good to the last drop. At 
season’s start, Leafs were looked 
upon as invincible, a team so power- 
ful that it would cakewalk to the 
Jeague championship. Critics were 
throwing verbal harpoons, on the 
other hand, at Irvin and his Cana- 
diens. The Habitants, they said, 
would revert to type and the glory . 
that was theirs during wartime

U. N. To Settle 
French Indo-China 


Siam las handed the United Na- 


tions Security Council an intricate 
problem in requesting mediation of 
her historic frontier dispute with 
French Indo-China, 


It involves the unexplored prob- 


lem of defining sovereignty over 
areas in three Oriental kingdoms 
which have been pawns of 19th 


century imperialism and 20th cen- 
tury Japanese aggression. 

The French laid claims in 1867 
to territories counter-claimed by 
Siam. In 1907 Siam yielded the dis- 
puted territories—under coercion 
and a French show of force, the 
Siamese insist—to the hodge-podge 
of tribes and little kingdoms which 
France ‘unified to a degree in form- 
ing the Indo-China empire. 


Minor skirmishes continued in- 
termittently along the Mekong un- 
til it was engulfed by the organized 
warfare creeping in from Japan in 
1940-41, Then, after France had sur- 
rendered to Germany and with 
Indo-China prostrate under Japa- 
nese control, Siam struck eastward 
to expand her realm, It was a small- 
scale and almost unrecorded war 
but airplanes were used in combat 
where disputes even now often are 
settled with crossbows and arrows, 


Liberated France now is the only 
Allied power which has not made 
or maintained peace with Siam. 
The French have rebuffed Siamese 
offers to end their ‘‘technical state 
of war,’ and the French ‘colonial 
administration at Saigon has made 
it clear, the Siamese say, that peace 
will be made only after the ter- 
ritories are handed back to Laos 
and Cambodia.

exportable surplus of all_ grades 
of Canadian flax fibre and most of 
the exportable surplus of flax tow 
during the year ending Sept. 15, 
1947, it was’ learned. = 

Government sources noted that 
the new agreement provides for) 
lower prices than those paid) 
during the war years but stressed 
that the war-time rates. resulted 
from abnormal conditions and that 
the other Dominions which have 
supplied Britain with the products 
have been receiving the lower 
prices for two years. 

The imports have been used by 
Britain solely for war purposes.
